And it is a well known and shameful 
fact that most employments in which 
she is graciously allowed to compete 
with her stronger brother and “natu­ 
ral protector,” she is paid from twenty 
to fifty per cent less than he for pre­ 
cisely the same service. This is true 
from the hired girl and sewing woman 
to the teacher and government clerk. 
Iu the offices at Washington the most 
efficient female employé receives $900 
per annum, while the largest, most 
good-for-nothing man that carries 
messages g e ts $1,200. 
But examples 
are unnecessary—everybody knows it. 
Is there any reason—mental, moral or 
physical—why a woman should not 
edit a newspaper and do it well? 
Surely she has all the essential quali­ 
fications in this triple direction. 
Are 
brains needed? She has them, and 
oftentimes to spare to her weak breth­ 
ren. 
Is business tact called for in a 
high degree? Only a little training is 
requisite to make her the shrewdest of 
managers. 
Is combativeness in de­ 
mand? She has the hump handsomely 
developed. 
Is 
perseverance neces­ 
sary? She beats man all to pieces for 
sticking to her point. Is firmness de­ 
sirable? Gitnaltar is not more*“ aet 
in its w ays” than a woniun whose 
mind is made up. Let me quote: 
“ W hen a woman will, she will,” etc. 
So you think a woman m ight edit a 
child’s paper or journal of fashion, 
but would have her pen to steer clear 
of politics.

LOCAL BREVITIES. 


The steamer Los Angeles sails for 
San Francisco to-day. 
The long-drawn land case of Morris 
vs. de Celis lias again been appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 
Six car-loads of wool were dispatch­ 
ed to Wilmington yesterday and two 
remain in tlie depot for shipment. 
Any person desiring a good horse 
can buy one cheap by applying at the 
Grange Store. 
Mr. S. C. Foy will return to the city 
to-day. He lias been in San Francis­ 
co attending the Grand Lodge of tlie 
Royal Arch Masons. 
We saw a man step on a piece of 
orange peel, yesterday, and fall flat on 
the sidewalk. As he got up he re­ 
marked, “Helen Blazes!” 
Tlie body of a man named Lake 
was brought in on the train from 
Spadra yesterday for interment. Tlie 
gentleman died very suddenly at 
Spadra oil Monday. 
The workmen on the new depot 
building are now coming down on 
their home stretch. The house is en­ 
closed and the roof is rapidly nearing 
completion. 
^ A lodge of the í. O. B. B. is to be 
organized in San Bernardino next 
Sunday. The members of Orange 
Lodge, of this city, will accompany 
Mr. J. N. Choynski, President of the 
Grand Lodge of the State, to assist in 
the ceremonies. 
Mr. John F. Rowell of Providence, 
Rhode Island, is stopping at the Pico 
House. Mr. Rowell was for twenty 
years intimately connected with the 
educational interests of Rhode Island, 
and we hope will make his visit per­ 
manent. 
The case of Heliman, Haas & Co. 
against Blanchard, a teamster, on tlie 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses was concluded in Justice 
Gray’s Court yesterday. 
The argu­ 
ments were taken under advisement, 
and a decision will probably be ren­ 
dered to-day. 
Tlie case of Jesse D. Hunter, claim­ 
ant of a tract of land adjoining the 
Northwestern limit of the city, was 
on trial in the United States Laud 
Office yesterday. The case is taken 
under the Act of 1866, which provides 
for the perfection of title where a val­ 
uable consideration has been paid for 
the property and the original Spanish 
grant proves invalid. 
And n6w we are to have opera—the 
gennine thing. The troupe, which 
has been formed in our city, com­ 
prises Miss Jennie Ruitfarth, Madame 
Frauzini, Signor Marra, B. Risoluti, 
and M. Lebrunie. The first opera 
wil! be “Don Pasquale,” by Donizetti, 
to be presented in a short time, and if 
successful it will be followed by a 
series of the same kind of intertain- 
ments. 
The Jewish congregation assembled 
at the Synagogue yesterday morning 
to participate in the opening services 
of the Passover. In connection with 
tlie religious rites of the day, Rabbi 
Edelman delivered an address in Eng­ 
lish of about thirty minutes duration. 
He reviewed briefly but eloquently 
the origin and history of the sacred 
feast. Services will be held at the 
Synagogue again to-day. 
We are glad to see our old friend 
Herman Morris of Downey again in 
the city. He has not visited us .before 
for several months, and in the mean­ 
time has been growing in wealth and 
avoirdupois. A look at his corporosity 
would indicate that he lias been fed 
on those famous Los Nietos pump­ 
kins. Mr. Morris will remain in the 
city about a week during the celebra­ 
tion of the Passover. 
The rascals who circulated tlieir 
bogus two-aud-a-half pieces here have 
gone to San Bernardino. 
Kear­ 
ney, of the Guardian, says that he has 
been taken in with one of them. This 
shows tlie total depravity of the coun­ 
terfeiters. They will some day go toa 
place with more brimstone in it than 
that prepared for delinquent subscri­ 
bers. Think of it! taking two dollars 
and thirty-five cents in coin and a live 
newspaper for a piece of pewter cov­ 
ered with gold leaf! It ought to make 
an alabaster statue blush down to its 
toe-nails. 
East Los Angeles is looming up into 
the proportions of an independent 
city. We visited tip place the other 
day, and were surprised at its rapid 
and substantial growth. On every 
side houses are to be seen not yet old 
enough to have made the acquaint­ 
ance of the painter’s brush, but many 
of them already occupied for dwell­ 
ings. The hourly visit of the East 
Los Angeles stage, the going to and 
fro of loaded teams and visitors’ bug­ 
gies and the sound of the hammer 
and saw on every hand, give an air of 
life and vigor which promises great 
things in the near future for our 
younger half across the river.

SAN BERNARDINO. 
The Itnflrond NltiiaUou—Nan Beruar- 
<lluit get* the Colil Shoulder—Effects 
of t^r Herein 1'roit and the Ory 
Weather-The Nan Mills at Work— 
Building anil Heal Estate—The Com­ 
ing Eleellons. 
Tlie engineers of the Southern Paci­ 
fic, under the order of Judge Under­ 
hill, are now engaged in laying out a 
town site about three miles from the 
corporate limits or this city. So the 
location of the depot is Anally deter­ 
mined and our people feel badly. To 
be so near, and, yet so fur from a rail­ 
road, is indeed trying to the feelings 
of the sensitive who have boasted with 
contidence that tlie road must pass 
through town. Some who were once 
skeptical, are now of tlie opinion that 
had the people of this place moved in 
concert with tlie Los Angeles and In­ 
dependence Railroad, the Southern 
Pacific would have treated the city of 
San Bernardino with more considera­ 
tion. There is perhaps yet time to co­ 
operate with the Independence road 
if some few of our leading citizens 
would move promptly in the matter. 
In common with nearly all South­ 
ern California, San Bernardino suf­ 
fered from the late cold spell. Most 
of the fruit is entirely destroyed and 
tlie grapes are more or less injured. 
Tlie greater part.of tlie grain is suffer­ 
ing from (lie prolonged dry weather 
and some Is too far gone to be saved. 
There is but little snow low down 
on the mountains and the mills are in 
full operation and lumber is becom­ 
ing abundant. Building is going on 
and about fifty houses are in progress 
of erection or under contract. Tlie 
finishing touches are being given to 
the new Court House which is indeed 
a handsome building, but very badly 
planned. 
Real estate is looking up and 
several new agencies have been 
opened in the last week or two. 
We are constantly in receipt of flat­ 
tering and encouraging reports from 
Bear Valley, concerning the wealth 
of which district there is no longer 
any doubt. There will probably be a 
good road graded by a nearer route 
from til is place to the mines in order 
to secure the trade. In course of 
time all that trade will find its way to 
the L. A. & I. R. R. and San Bernar­ 
dino will derive but little advantage 
from it. 
The municipal election which takes 
place on the 3d of May, is beginning 
to create excitement and will wax 
warm in a few days. 
The contest 
will be on Marshal, but from present 
indications, George Mattisou will 
walk away with his competitor, Mr. 
Thomas. 
Justices 
Wagner and 
Mathews are candidate for Recorder 
with the chances in favor of the for­ 
mer. There is not much said about 
the Trustees, but two or more tickets 
will be in the field.
